Capt. 
Bartlett was reared on his f ath e r’s 
farm amid the fin« - scenery of 
his 
birthplace, and resided In th*' cdd 
Bay State until 1844. 
In that year 
he and his brother-in-law, Georg e F. 
Wilson, started westward. 
Th** Cap­ 
tain had $r,7 in money as his capital 
with which to beg in life on the fron­ 
tier. and Mr. Wilson had a box 
of 
books, which proved serviceable af 
ter his arrival in Chicag o, althoug h 
a burden to carry thither.
